@ The FD-610 is to be 2 submitted i in all cases supervised iy the Civil Rights U Unit, which include the’ 
following classifications: 44-CR; 50-SS; 173-CRA 1964; 177-DIH; 187-Privacy Act of 1974-Criminal; 
-189-EGOA; 204-FRS; 214-CRIPA. The FD-610 should be, in most cases, the initial communication advising 
FBIHQ of the initiation of the investigation. In all instances, the FD-610 should be submitted within 5 working 
days of receipt of the complaint; however, the urgency of the situation may require a prior telephone call or 
teletype to Paina.

VIRGINIA BEACH — A package 
bomb sent to religious broadcaster 
MLG. “Pat” Robertson exploded Fri- 
day in the mail room of the Chris- 
tian Broadcasting Network. wound- 
ing a security guard who opened it.

“t had severe pain in my leg and in my abdomen 
area,” he said. “I actually lay down on the floor and was 
holding my leg. ... 1 felt like, ‘Pye got te get out of 
here,’ because I didn’t know how long I could lie there 
before someone would find me there.” 

So Scheepers, a 33-year-old member of the Poquoson 
police auxiliary, dragged himself “as best I could out to 
the front lobby of the building.” 

A woman in a restroom had heard the explosion, 
and when Scheepers got to the lobby about 20 people ; 
were there to help him. 

Scheepers was taken to Sentara Norfolk General 
Hospital, where the director of the shock trauma unit, 
Dr. L.D. Britt, removed a dime-size sliver of meta! fom 
Scheepers’ thigh. 

Britt said X-rays showed there are stil! five frag- 
ments, about the same size or slightly larger, imbedded 
deeply in Scheepers’ left thigh. Because they are not 
threatening blood vessels or nerves, they will be left 
alone, Britt said. 

“He was fortunate,” Britt said. “He obviously opened 
it at a low level. Had he opened it from the chest... it 
would have been a different sort of injury pattern and a 
little more serious.” . 

Scheepers is in fair to good condition, Britt said, and 
will be kept at the hospital for three to four days for 
observation. Scheepers was guarded by members of a 
private security company Friday evening. 

Scheepers said he felt fine. “My lef thigh here is 
sore and I have a sore spot here on my other hand. 
Other than that Pm OK.” 

He said he would have no problems returning to his 
Job at CBN once he recovers, “It’s been a good organi- 
zation to work for,” he said. . 

His wife, Darlene, said that decision will be his. “IT 
just thank the Lord that he’s OK,” she said . 

Robertson visited him at the hospital, Scheepers 
said, and was “Very sincere and very supportive.” |. 

Scheepers did not write down the name or return 
address on the package but recalled that it was from 
somewhere in North Carolina. .

Like 
Robertson, Osteen is a nationally 
known religious broadcaster and 
evangelical leader. 

Osteen’s daughter suffered flesh 
wounds Jan. 30 when she opened a 
package addressed to her father. 
Postal inspectors have cited evi- 
dence that the package to Osteen 
we mailed” from Elizabethtown, 


oe bomb-package addressed to 
Robertson also was mailed from 
somewhere in North Carojina. Nei- 
ther Houston nor Virginia Beach in- 
vestigators would speculate on 
whether there could be connections. 

Robertson, however, said Friday 
that he believes that the bomb that 
injured a security guard “could be 
part of a pattern of attacks against 
evangelical Christians.” He added: 
“This is evidence of extreme hatred 
by some deranged individuals whe 
want to silence the Christian voice 
in this country.” 

Shortly after Patti’s office was 
torched, an unidentified woman 
called an Anderson newspaper and 
radio station and claimed that the 
Equal Religious Coalition was 
responsible. 

Officials said they have had no 
luck finding anyone who has heard 
of the coalifion. They also have been 
unable to trace the calls, said Terry 
King. chief of investigations for the

King said the caller in the Patti 
case did not mention Robertson but 
did mention former evangelist Jim 
Bakker. “The words were ... ‘the 
likes of Mrs. Patti and Jim 
Bakker,’ ” he said. 

In the Osteen case, law enforce- 
ment officials circulated a police 
sketch of a possible suspect: a white 
man of about 6 feet and 170 pounds. 
No one, however, has been arrested 
and the investigation is continuing, 
said Dennis Price, a spokesman for 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacce and 
Firearms in Houston.

VIRGINIA BEACH (AP) — A mail 
bomb exploded at the CBN Cable 
Network yesterday, injuring a 
guard, a CBN spokeswoman said. 

A package with a North Carolina 
postmark was scanned in the mail- 
room and was thought te be suspi- 
cious, said the spokeswoman, Fran- 
kie Abourjilie. 

Scott Scheepers, the guard, was 
summoned, and the bomb exploded 
when he opened the package just 
before noon, Mrs. Abourjilie said. 

Scheepers, 33, was taken to Sen- 
tara Norfolk General Hospital. Pat 
Robertson, founder of the network, 
said he was called out of a meeting 
about 1 p.m. and went immediately 
to the hospital. 

“This could be part of a pattern of 
attacks against evangelical Chris- 
tians,” said Robertson. who added 
that the package was addressed to 
him. 


Robertson said it was the third 
such incident in recent months, 
pointing to the letter bomb explosion 
at the church of the Rev. John Osteen 
of Houston that injured his daughter 
and the apparent arson at the Indi- 
ana offices of gospel singer Sandi 
Patti. 

A shoebox size ackage exploded 
in the lap of Mr. Osteen’s daughter, 
Lisa, Jan. 30. She was not seriously 
injured. Houston police said the 
package was postmarked from 
North Carolina, 

On April 17, Ms. Patti's offices in 
Anderson, Ind. were heavily dam- 
aged by arson. An anonymous caller 
claiming to represent a group called 
the Equal Religious Coalition

“This is evidence of extreme ha- 
tred by some deranged individuals 
who want to silence the Christian 
voice in this country,” Robertson 
said of the CBN explosion. “They 
should realize that devices sent 
through the mail will never reach 
those for whom they are intended. 
Their victims will be innocent men 
and women who have devoted their 
lives to serving God.” 

Virginia Beach police spokesman 
Lou Thurston declined to give any 
details about the bomb or any leads 
that police might have. 

Robertson said the bomb was a 
“crude device. If it had been a bit 
more sophisticated, it would have 
killed Scott.” 

“Tm all right,” Scheepers said 
from his hospital bed. He described 
the package as 6 inches long, 2 inches 
wide and 4 inches deep. It was 
wrapped in brown paper. 


Scheepers said he was called to 
the mailroom by an employee. “It’s 
one of 75 or 80 that I have opened in 
the past,” he said. 

Scheepers ran the package 
through an X-ray machine twice. “It 
appeared to be safe, it wasn’t heavy 
at all, in fact it was pretty light.” 

He took the package to a desk, 
unwrapped it and “I'd opened it 
about a half-inch and it just explod- 
ed. I didn’t see what was inside.”

Mail bombs 
to Fayetteville area 


FAYETTEVILLE, N.C. (AP) — 
The mail bombs that exploded in 
a church in Texas in January and 
at Christian Broadcasting Net- 
work in Virginia Beach Friday 
were mailed from Bladen Count 
and had Fayetteville return ad- 
dresses, federal officials sald. 

The investigation into both 
bombings is concentrated In the 
Fayetteville area, spokesmen for 
the US, Postal Service and the 
Bureau of Alechol, Tobacco and 
Firearms said Saturday. 

The first bomb, which exploded 
in the 10,000-member interde- 
nominational Lakewood Church 
in northeast Houston in late Janu.

VIRGINIA BEACH — Tight 
security at the Christian Broad- 
easting Network building where 
a mail bomb exploded and in- 
jured a security guard has given 
the facility the name, ‘The For- 
bidden City.” 

But CBN founder Pat Ro- 
bertson, te whom the bomb that 
exploded Friday had been ad- 
dressed, defended the opera- 
tion’s system of private police 
and electronic monitors. 

“The security worked, as far 
as I’m concerned,” Robertson 
said. “The thing that hurts me is 
that a very fine officer was in- 
jured by someone trying to hurt 
me. But our security worked. 
They didn’t get close to me.” 

The bomb went off about 
12:30 p.m. as the guard, who had 
been alerted to a suspicious 
package by a mail room employ- 
ee, tried to cpen it. 

Scott Scheepers, 33, the CBN 
security guard who suffered 
wounds to his left leg, was condi- 
tion upgraded from fair .to 
stable Saturday, a spokesman 
for Sentara Norfolk General 
Hospital said. Scheepers, a for- 
mer Poquoson police officer, 
was hit in the left thigh by sev- 
eral pieces of shrapnel when he 
opened a package Friday that 
exploded in his hands. 

The mail room where the ex- 
plosion occurred is CBN’s Cor- 
porate Support Building, the 
nerve center of Robertson's 
Christian outreach operation 
and the depository for mail-in 
donations from followers of The 


700 Club broadcast ministry. 

With daily deliveries of about 
10,000 Jetters and packages, the 
red-brick, Coloniai-style struc- 
ture houses the largest private 
post office in the region and has 
its own ZIP code. 

The Corporate Support Build- 
ing, constructed for $17.5 mil- 
lion in 1985, also houses CBN’s 
corporate offices, its publishing 
operation and the main receiv- 
ing department. The heart of 
the building is CBN's broadcast 
facility, an enormous transmis- 
sion center wired to a field of 
white satellite dishes. 

The 290,000-square-foot, 
three-story structure sits on 
about an acre of land separated 
from the main CBN complex by 
fields and a pond. 

Access to the site is con- 
trolled through a central guard- 
house, and the building itself is 
routinely patrolled, inside and 
out, “by walking security offi- 
cers. No one is allowed to enter 
or move within the building 
without a CBN security badge. 

James M. Small, CBN’s se- 
curity director, said the mail 
room routinely intercepts hos- 
tile messages intended for Ro- 
dertson. 

CBN has installed an X-ray 
machine, like those in airports, 
to scan all packages received. 
Suspicious packages are checked 
by security. 

Over the years, the ministry 
has received jars of urine, excre- 
ment in aluminum foil and fake 
bombs, but such packages were 
more common when Robertson 


was a8 presidential candidate, 


Small said. 


“It’s a sad statement about 
our society, but there’s so much 
violence and hate,” said Chris- 
tian Cate, a 24-year-old student 
at Robertson’s CBN University 
who has worked as a campus 
courier delivering packages to 
the mail room. 


“Some students call it ‘The 
Forbidden City’ because the se- 
curity is so tight around here.” 
Cate said of the CBN complex. 


The U.S. Postal Inspection 
Service is investigating the pos- 
sibility that the bombing may be 
related to a similar incident that 
occurred in Houston, Texas, a 
Virginia Beach police spokes- 
man said Saturday. 

Robertson said Friday that 
the daughter of the Rev. John 
Osteen of Houston was injured a 
few months ago when a package 
she opened exploded. 


Last week, an arsonist 
torched the Indiana recording 
studio of Christian singer Sandi 
Patti. 

All evidence in Friday’s 
bombing is being collected and 
analysed by the U.S. Postal In- 
spection Service crime lab in 
Washington, D.C., the police 
spokesman said,

he psychopaths among us who can’t 
stand to have political or social is- 
sues resolved peacefully are hard at 


work. 


Last year, abortion clinics were hit by 
bombings and other acts of violence. Harli- 
er this year, racists sent letter bombs to 
judges and lawyers involved in civil-rights 
cases in the South; two’men were killed. 
Now there seems to be a pattern of violent 
attacks on prominent Christians. 


The bomb mailed to religious broadcast- 
er Pat Robertson —- which injured a Chris- 
tian Broadcasting Network security guard 
Friday — was preceded by (1) a letter 
bomb mailed to Texas evangelist and 
broadcaster John Osteen in January, 
which exploded and injured Mr. Osteen’s 
daughter, and (2) the arson in Illinois April 
17 of the office of Christian ‘singer Sandi 
Patti A group calling itself the Equal Reii- 
gious Coalition took responsibility for the 
arson and promised to go after other reli- 
gious leaders who put themselves “on the 
pedestal of God.” 


So far, there is no conclusive evidence 
linking the three events. And, as terrorist 


activities in other parts of the world have 
taught us, often the person or group that 
claims responsibility for an act may not be 
involved in it at all. 


Nonetheless, the prospect of some orga- 
nized attempt to target Christian leaders 
is seary. As Christians have become more 
active in political activities, they have be- 
come more threatening to some. Unfortu- 
nately, tragically, there are deranged peo- 
ple who respond to political activism with 
violence. This sickness is not unique to the 
United States — note that a major political 
candidate in West Germany was stabbed 
at a campaign rally last week — but we 


seem to have more than our share of it. 


The strength of the democratic process 
in a free society is that ideas are tested in 
the political arena by the news media and 
the ballot box. Conservative religious 
groups — and Mr. Robertson himself — 
have entered that political marketplace. 
That is their right. That someone or some 
group may be attempting to prevent them 
from exercising that right, through intimi- 
dation or even murder, is a danger to all of 
us. 


Christian Network Guard 
Injured by Mail Bomb 


Package Was Addressed to Pat Robertson

age with a North Carolina postmark 
that ‘other employees had put 
through an X-ray scanner and de- 
termined to be suspicious. 

Sheepers, a CBN employee since 
1985, was reported in stable con- 
dition at the Sentara Noriolk Gen- 
eral Hospital, said hospital spokes- 
woman Rhonda Hoover. 

No one else was injured, and po- 
lice who arrived shortly after the 
12:34 p.m. blast said the building 
was not damaged and that bomb- 
sniffing dogs brought to the scene 
found ne other bombs, 

At a news conference, CBN 


founder Robertson said the package 


was addressed to him and was “ev- 
idence of extreme hatred by.some 
deranged individuals who want to 
silence the Christian voice in this 
country.” 

Robertson, who unsuccesstuily 
sought the Republican presidential 
oomination in 1988, said the bomb 
“could be part of a pattern of attacks 
against evangelical Christians.” 

In January, a pastor’s daughter 
opening her father’s mail at Lake- 


wood Baptist Church in Houston 
was injured in the explosion of a 
bomb in a package believed to have 
been postmarked in North Carolina. 

A month earlier, maii bombs 
killed U.S. District Judge Robert S. 
Vance in Birmingham, Ala., and 
Robert E. Robinson, an alderman in 
Savannah, Ga. Both of those slay- 
ings are believed to have been ra- 
cially motivated. 


Virginia Beach police spokesman | 


Lou Thurston said there were no 
suspects in yesterday's bombing, 
that it was'“too early to tell” if it was 
connected to the Houston case and 
that police had not yet determined 
whether the device had been sent by 
mail or delivered by courier. 

CBN spokeswoman Glenda Woo- 
dington said the network had re- 
ceived no unusual threats recently, 
although “we get threats all the 
time.” She described the device as a 
“pipe bomb stuffed with shrapnel.” 

Thurston said he could not con- 
firm Woodington’s description of 
the type of device that exploded. 

“It's just been panic here,” said 
Woodington. “The mood is quite 
serious and our prayers, of course, 
are with” Sheepers. 

The federal bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms, U.S. Postal 
inspectors, the Virginia State Police 
bomb squad and local police and fire 
departments are investigating.

At Robertson's _ television 
ministry Monday, CBN spokes- 
woman Frankie Abourjilie said 
the mood was upbeat and posi- 
tive. 


Ata noon prayer meeting, Ro- 
bertson told a gathering of fol- 
lowers that they should be alert 
and careful, but not let acts di- 
rected at the ministry intimi- 
date them, Abourjilie said. 
“This is not going to stop our 
ministry from doing preaching 
the gospel,” she said.

ATF has been designated the primary investigative 
agency in the bombing matter in Houston, Texas. All evidence in 
that investigation has been forwarded to ATF laboratory in 
Washington, D.c., for analysis. As noted above, all items of 
evidence secured in Virginia Beach have been analyzed by the 
United States Postal Service, Forensic and Technical Services 
Division. The two laboratories have worked closely on these 
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Matters, and the United States Postal Service, Forensic and 
Technical Services Division Laboratory report of May 25, 1990, 
stated in part, "The above device was compared with the "January 
Houston" device in custody of the ATF Laboratory in Rockville, 
Maryland. The unique nature of these two devices, their 
individual corresponding components, and the construction 
techniques used in their assembly indicate that both the devices 
were assembled by the same individual or group." 


Extensive investigation continues in the Fayetteville- 
Bladenboro~-Elizabethtown, North Carolina, areas to identify the 
individual who sent the devices to Houston, Texas, and Virginia 
Beach, Virginia. It has been established that the name of the 
sender and the return address, which were typed on the package 
sent to Virginia Beach, Virginia, are fictitious. 


Numerous religious organizations throughout the United 
States have been contacted and advised of the bombing matters at 
Houston, Texas, and Virginia Beach, Virginia, in order that 
appropriate personnel in those organizations are aware of the 
fact that explosive devices have been sent to two prominent 
religious leaders. Organizations which were contacted have 
indicated that they will take appropriate action should they 
receive any parcels which are deemed suspicious, in order to 
ensure that no personnel are injured.
